No tubecular person was allowed to 
remain in the works, for his own sake as well as for that of his fel­ 


low workmen. 
Sm eary precaution* were taken to prevent the spread 


of the disease.

Few, if any, large manufacturing establishments are free from con­ 


sumption among the employes.
